Give us, ob, prey eee bre pine 
understanding of the life Thou ven un 
ca, Give us more of the pure and noble traits 
that shall lead us to thank Thee, and not only 
to thank Thee, but to deal kindly and nobly 
with one another, And give those upon the 
material plane of life to know that there is a 
zeal life waiting them upon this side; and that 
that Ife is from Thee. r 

Give them to that ùpon this second 
plane of life there N beauteous existence, and 
tbat everything is teeming with it, thé same as 
cpon the material plane, only that Thou in Thy 
wisdom hast given unto this plane more lovely 
Objects, higher forms of life, and more perfect 
knowledge, and may that which is below aspire 
for that which is above. 

From thy great and inexhaustible fountain, 
we would ever approach and offer thanks for 
the past, the present, and all that Thou hast in 
store for us in the future.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

{We publish the following questions and 
answers, as thcy are of deep interest, and many 
thousands of our present readers were not sub- 
tcribers to the JounnaL when they were first 
nubllahed:] 

Q. While you are controlling a medium, do 
you then feel the same as you did while an 
sababitant of the earth life? 

A. I feel as it I was living on the material 
piane, yet it is not so sensitive, or in other words, 
the faculties are more obtuse. Yet, if a finger 
were to be amputated during my control of the 
medium, I should feel it; but the medium would 
know nothing of it until I withdrew my influ- 
ence, and abe returned to consciousness. 

Q. When you withdraw, your Influence from 
a medium, is it similar to a death scene, or to 
the spirit releasing its hold of its earthly or 
material body? 

A. -Ir differs from the death scene in this 
particular. When the spirit witbdraws itself 
* from its earthly body, it does not leave the life 

of the body; that also departs with it. When I 

entrance a medium, and then with my influence, 

the life does not leave the medium’s body, as it 
čoes 


sing, and the organism of the person controlled. 

Q. At the death of a person there is often an 
apparent struggle of the body to hold on to life. 
Is there a consciousness of suffering by the 

dying person? 

A. No, the person does not realize any suf- 
fering. The spirit is so far withdrawn from 
the external. as to render it unconscious of outward 
conditions, and takes np cognizance of the 
struggle that is going on upon the material 
plane which it has left; neither has it ar- 
rived at a stato of consciousness upon the 
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then it is that the appearance of death 
ensues, and continues just so longas the positive 
influence of the spirit is exerted upon the medi 
um. 

We take advantage of a known law by the 
force of our will. 

Q. Are there many spirits who can make 
use of that law? Have many the power? 

A. No, not individually, It requires the 
combired powers of many spirits to fit a medium 
for general control. Some spirits control far 
better than others. Those who possess most of 
the positive element can best control. 8 
2 Ts it detrimental to the health of a medium 
to be frequently entranced? - 

A. That depends wholly upon circumstances, 
not only of the medium, of ‘the surround- 
u . 8 
BT necessary that the medium should be in 
usual health—good circulation of the blood, and 
the stomach should not be filled with food. 
‘When a median fo gutrgnced, the ayoteia fe in a 
negative condition, and consequently a 
Jation of the blood is very much diminished, 
The digestive organs become inactive, and food 
án the Sone S paot aol semti AEN 
entirely undigested. Consequently, it ıs neces- 
sary that thé system should be adapted to the 
conditions induced by the tranpe state, or it does 
prove injurious to be often entranced. 

As to the surroundings, we have already said 


Conditions all being favorable, it is not inju- 
rious. : 

Q Dohealing mediums ever take disease from 
sick patients, which proves of permanent injury 
to such mediums? 

A. Yes, they do. 

Q. How are such effects to be avolded by 
mediums ? . 

A. Do*as the spirits controlling direct— 
When they do that, they will be enabled to 
throw off the effects. ~ 

Q. Do controlling spirits watch-with vigil- 
ance their mediums, and endeavor to-imake 
conditions favorable for their health? 

A. They do. All mediums can bear witness 
to the truth of my statements, But the control- 
lpg spirits cannot, at all times, exert sufficient 
influence over those mediums to induce them to 
exercise that caution and discretion necessary 
to the maintenance of health. 

Mediums, being naturally of a negative tem- 
peramentre subject to various attractions and 
indiscretiona which are often detrimental to 
health; but if you at any time feel disposed to 
cénsure,let your censure be of the surroundings, 
and not the mediums, They are not responsible 
for their own organisms any more than you are 
for yours, and it is a fact that thelr organisms 
are, of à fine, sensitive nature, or they could not 
be controlled by, spirits. Spirits who have passed 
from the materia) plane need a refined element 
to enable them to approach the material plane 
for controlling and making themselves manifest 
to the material world. That element is found 
in the various phases of mediumship. 

QUESTIONS BY A GENTLEMAN, PRESENT. 


Q. What are the principal employments of 
spirits in the early,as well as the later part of 
their spiritual existence ; and what changes take 
place, and how and when? 

A. When persons enter upon the spiritual 
plane of existence,they at once gravitate toward 
that sphere ofaction which give them the great- 
est pleasure—that for which they by nature are 
best adapted.

Q. Is there any suffering, spiritually, as pun- 
ishment or otherwise, except as remorse tor the 
errors, misdoings and indiscretions of life, while 
on earth? 

A. When you speak of real suffering, your 
thoughts are confined to the material plane of 
existence. 

‘There is no guffering, spiritually, excepting 
that of the mind—that depends much upon the 
sensitiveness of the sufferer. Then, again, the 
question of remorse depends very much upon 
„tho motives which actuatod the individual ; and 
as every person is to be his own judge he judges 
himself from the motives which moved to the 
commilaion of the acts Judged ot

ture, 


The amæba is one of those singular forms of 
gnimal life which seemingly occupy the extreme 
boundary between animal and vegetable life.-- 
In an article attempting to set forth the distin- 
a des oints between animal and table 

fe, the 


fanden Quarterly Review gives the Tol- 
lowing description of this most remarkable of 
_living creatures: ` 


Bu perhaps the clearest instance of the use- 
Jeastiees of attempting to-make the posscsslon of 
a stomach s distinctive featurqofanimal nature 
is shown by the history ofa group of creatures, 
of which the well-known and mon amæba 
may be taken as n.t; 19 In these there can be 
no Mocstianrot defiant jon, for in no sense What.

This Is the title assumed by an association of 
zealous christians of the West, which lately held 
its annual meeting in this city, whose object is 
to convert Jews to Christianity.

Twocases of this startling milady Have lately, 
occurred, one in Montreal, and the other with- 
iw the interior of this state, which have produc- 
ed quite a sensation among the medical faculty 
and scientific gentlemen, who arc giving their 
attention and devoting their investigations to 
microscopical subjects.

beca able'to introduce Spiritualism iato thousands 
of familles, who would not zo near ‘a circle in- 
formation. Ths instrument is a convenient ma- 
chine for the use of the demons, when they wish to 
give communications. Every lover of Jesus should 
shun them as he would deadly poison.

portion of the f stars scilttered through 
Space are systems of hwo, of three, sod some- 
times more stars, revolving around a common 
centre, thus demonstfating the universal pre- 
valence of the law of gravitation, It is u mate:

Lt is probable that the phenomena of meteoric 
showers, occasionally appeariog about the 13th 
of November, and apparently radiating from a 
common centre, are caused by a small fncipient 
plavet of nebulous matter impinging on our 
atmosphere, and gorane becoming Ignited by 
atmospheric trictlon, as sparks fp from stel in 
cuvtact wich revolving emery. Another analo- 
gus supposition is that it is caused by the 
minute sateroids, the fragment of. an exploded 

A, once between Mars ` Jupiter.— 
Through what changes or reGuing processes this 
Ommical vapor has passed, in the boundless 
depths of anterior eternity, ls probably beyond 
profitable conjrcture. But it appears, with all 
the force of a corrollary, tha the scorn con- 
tains in embryonic poteatiality all the qualities 
of the full grown oak—that is, the power to 
evolve in connection with favoruble conditions 
of soil and atmosphere—so this nebulous matter 
contalos potentially all the beautiful forms un- 
folded by a matre globe, with all its flora, its 
faunos, and the human soul its crowning ulti- 


mate, 
‘There remains to examine one class of pbe- 
nomena which have appeared as landmarks, or 
at least hints, and indications of the vast changes 
that have taken place along dawn the stream of 


ume. I refer to ihe appearance of new stars in 


the vacant portinus of space, and the permanent 
disappearance of oll ones. “More than 2.000 
years ago, the Greek astronomer, Hipparchus, 
who named and numbered over 1,000 stare, was 
astonished to tind n brilliant star burst upon his 
view at a point in the heavens where none bad 
existed elore, Bot as scientific observation has 
deen more full in modern times, cases of this 
kind are Irequent, well marked, aud established 
beyond a doubt. 

Another class of phenomena will be best 
described by the following case: In 1572 a néw 
ster of great splendor appeared suddenly in the 
constellation Cassiopeia, occapying a position 
which bad previously wen blank. This extra 
ordinary appearance so excited the interest of 
Tycho Brabe, the Danish astronomer, that he 
gave it. his most unremitting attention, Its 

agnitnde increased uoti) It surprised Jupiter 
in splendor, and finally became visible in the 
daytime. It ret dded its greatest magnitude 

a very short time, when it commenced to 
decline in brilliancy, changing from white to 
yellow, then to reddish, aud Bnally it became 
faintl; big and so ciminishing by degrees, it 
vanished um sight, and bay never since been 


seen, 
f While new god brilliant stars have occasion, 
ally appeared to astohish, perchance to instruct 
mankind, there are many well authenticated 
cases of the entire disappearance of old ones, 
whose places had been bxed with vodoubitd 
certainty. In 1690, Sir William Herschel ob 
served Star No. 53 in the Coostellation Hercules, 
but since that time no search bas been able to 
detect it, The staria gone and its plice remains 
Diack. Stra 80 and 81, both of the fourth mag- 
nitude In the Me coustellation, have likewise 
disappeared. Examples might be multiplied,

Mr. Sunderland belongs to an unfortunate 
elass,

called spiritual manifestations’of the day, as the 
result of the automatic action of the brain, and 
nothing else, and are, consequently, unreliable, 
In his investigations, he appears to be bewil-

We woald sooner 
think that Laroy Sunderland is crazy, that his 
ita is autwlanced, or brain disordered, than 
that the thousands of mediums throughout the 
workd are merely the subjects of a “Mental 
Epedemic,"—for if insane, in no instance would 
they discern those things which they had not at 
‘some prior time seen. s - 

Appearing to understand the influence of mind 
over mind, be everlooks the fact that the nature 
of the mind and spirit je the same when sepa- 
rated from. the outer covering as befare, and, of 
courte, possess the power to affect minds in the 
body under certain conditions, as readily as ever.

Therein is embraced the theory ol Lary 
Sunderland.
